own address of last nigfit from En­ 
glish into French. 


Cleineneeau’s speech delivered be­ 
fore an audience of four 
thousand 
including m any of America’s 
best 
minds, leaders in business, finance, 
polities and other fields, was regard­ 
ed as one of the frankest declara­ 
tions 011 record concerning interna­ 
tional relations. 


He warned that German monarch­ 
ists .su<‘h as Ludendorff and Hinden-

yet, occasionally, representatives 
of 
telephone com panies are guilty ot 
impatience and discourtesy. 
A man 
who can not refrain from discour­ 
tesy under the extremest provoca­ 
tion had better leave the telephone 
ousiness and engage in som e o c­ 
cupation where contact with the pub­ 
ic is not constant and intimate. 
‘‘Telephone men sometimes tail to 
make proper allowances for the gen­ 
eral public's lack o f knowledge o f 
he difficulties of telephone opera- 
ion. 
After a storm, which causes 
nine-tenths of their telephones to 
jo out, the beconn* annoyed if some 
subscribe thinks his service should 
lie restored in fifteen minutes. They 
consi«ler a subscriber 
unreasonable 
who

ring his number for him.
